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Missionary Apostolic of India, Tells Plain Truths 





EDITOR’S INTRODUCTION: We had the 
pleasure of entertaining at Graymoor, the last three 
days of Holy Week and over Easter Sunday, Father 
T. Gavan Duffy, Missionary Apostolic of India; also 
his companion missionary, Father Curtin, who, how- 
ever, left us on Holy Saturday to officiate in Newark 
on the Feast of the Resurrection. 

Father Duffy is in this country at the present time 
raising funds for his Great Educational Work in 
India. The name of Gavan Duffy is well known by 
Irishmen the world over. His father was transported 
by the British Government, as a felon, to Australia, 
because he agitated too much for the freedom of 
Ireland. Recognizing his true worth, the Australians 
made him Premier. Father Gavan Duffy, his son, 
has both the fighting qualities of his father and his 
superior intelligence and ability as an organizer, only 
his life is consecrated, not to politics, but to the 
Propagation of the Faith. 

He has built up a great educational system in the 
huge Diocese of Pondicherry. He established a col- 
lege for the training of catechists and these in turn 
are teaching, at the present time, in as many as One 
hundred and twenty villages throughout the Diocese. 
In the college are five hundred students being trained 
as lay missionaries. Although the salary of the 
catechist is only $5.00 a month, yet the maintenance 
of an army of them, plus the college where they are 
trained, means a large expenditure of money; hence 
Father Duffy’s visit to America to enlist our Catholic 
people in the support of his gigantic and far-reaching 
work, 

He has written the following article for The Lamp 
at the request of the President of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost.

CRUEL AS THE OSTRICH OF THE DESERT 
By T. Gavan Durry 
Missionary Apostolic, India 

Even the vicious little jackal feeds its pups. Only 
the daughter of my people is cruel as the ostrich of 
the desert. The tongue of her suckling cleaves to its 
thirsty palate; her little ones cry out for bread, and 
none will break it unto them. 
No experience in pagan lands is quite so harrow- 





ing as to pass through the teeming villages of the 
Orient and to see the infants rolling in the dust, the 
bigger children playing round the dark doors of some 
idolatrous shrine, and, in the shadow of some grinning 
statue that leers down upon their toil with hideous 
mockery, the growing boys and girls already bending 
their shoulders to the pitiless wheel of life without 
joy or hope or love. 

All these millions of beautiful children, with eyes 
of sparkling brown in whose depths a soul is set, are 
growing up as enemies of God. And you may see 
them, on some pagan festival, following an idol from 
its gloomy temple to its bath in the nearby river, their 
multitudinous voices raised in glad acclaim, their 
innocent hands clapping the joyous progress of an 
ugly stone. 

Ah! cruel we that could instruct them unto justice, 
and will not. Give them but a glimpse of their true 
Friend, of Jesus taking the little ones upon His lap, 
protecting them from scandal, telling them the true 
fairy-tale of the Kingdom that is for such as they... 
and surely they will have cause to shout and clap 
indeed, for they were deader than the daughter of 
Jairus, and lo they live. 

Nor can we boast, in missionary lands, that even 
the children of our Christians are given all that they 
should get. What should we be, you and I, but for 
our schooling? But the children of the Missions live 
in a tainted air for paganism throbs in their nation’s 
pulse; the stench of it is on the morning breeze, and 
the twilight shudders with worship of evil things. Yet 
two out of every three children in the Missions grow 
up without setting foot inside a school; very many get 
but the sketchiest instruction even in the Faith, 
depending as they do on the Missioner’s rare visits 
and rarer leisure. Truly the daughter of my people is 
cruel as the ostrich of the desert; her little ones cry 
out for bread, and none will break it unto them. 

What is the reason and wherein lies the remedy? 
The reason is the shortage of teachers (due to the lack 
of means to support more) and the remedy lies in 
creating a public opinion that will think of Missions 
in terms of teachers. 

Nothing is truer than that the “missionary spirit” 
means no other thing than the desire to tell the story 
of our Redemption in whatever way we know. The 
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story can be told by the martyr in final failure; it can 
be told by the contemplative in utter silence; it can be 
told by the Procurator adding up his figures; it can be 
told by the nursing Sister bandaging her clients. It 
can be told by sailing across half the world; it can 
be told by sitting at home and helping those who sail. 
The missionary spirit is nothing but the love of Christ 
burning to express itself in sacrifice to all the world. 


The one thing to realize is that God, having laid the 
deep and strong foundations of His Church, has left 
its building up to us. Seemingly His graces are 
poured out on men after each effort on our part for 
their conversion, and not before. His complete 
triumph would be achieved: on the very day when 
every one of His own baptized should, in the manner 
open to him, become an apostle, with no other pre- 
occupation than “telling the world” of Christ. And 
paganism persists exactly in proportion to the slow- 
ness of our Catholics in making that advance of sac- 
rifice which alone calls 
forth effective graces of 
conversion. 

And having once aroused 
our missionary zeal, are we 
exempt from using our 
intelligence in directing it 
aright?. No, indeed. Just 
as we are given feet, and 
must use them to step out 
across the world as heralds 
of The Story, so we are 
given brains, and must 
judge between the ways and 
means of telling the Story 
to the best advantage. Thus 
at last we come to the point 
that I wish to make. 

Our charter is to “go and 
teach.” What is the best 
means of teaching? To 
multiply ourselves, so as to 
have a hundred and a thou- 
sand mouths. This is an 
easy matter, and a practical 
matter, because it solves 
the “Mission problem” at 
both ends—at the foreign 
end by increasing our points 
of contact, at the home 
end by giving our home 
helpers limitless scope to 
share in actual missionary 
work, 

It is easy to find among 
our Indian or Chinese or 
African Catholics good men who are entirely willing 
and who can be made perfectly competent to become 
Lay Missioners (or Catechists, as we usually call 
them). Given a sufficient number of these, what is to 
prevent our putting in every village a mouthpiece of 
Christ, a teller of The Story, a witness of the Truth? 
We can then cover huge territories with a very few 
priests, because all the spade-work is done by the 
Lay Missioners, who can do all that the priest can do

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except administer the Sacraments. In particular, they 
can teach the catechism and even run a school, so that 
the little ones, both Christian and Pagan, shall be no 
longer starved. 

Is not this an attractive and hopeful picture? Does 
not the convention of the Orient loom in sight? Where 
is the hitch? What is the delay? 

Simply this, that hitherto the Missionary spirit of 
our home helpers, their indispensable sacrifice, has 
not translated itself into the upkeep of Lay Mis- 
sioners. Our Catechists must be paid, or how shall 
they subsist? And the future of the Missions lies in 
a large advance in the number and quantity of those 
we shall maintain. 


Their salary is insignificant. Five Dollars in a 
month on an average—Sixty Dollars a year. Or the 
interest on Two Thousand Dollars will keep a Cate- 
chist in one village year after year till the sun sets on 
a Christian Orient. Is not my program simple? Is 
not the opportunity allur- 
ing? Will we not do this 
for the glory of the 
Redeemer? Will we be to 
Him, as we have been to 
His little ones, more cruel 
than the ostrich of the 
desert ?

In the March issue of THE Lamp we published a 
list of One Hundred Cardinals, Archbishops, Bishops 
and Vicars Apostolic who had added their names to 
the Two Hundred who had previously signed a similar 
Petition to the Holy Father asking His Holiness to 
confirm the Brief of his predecessor, Pope Benedict 
XV, making the Observance of the Church Unity 
Octave of Universal Observance throughout the Cath- 
olic World, in the same manner as Pope Leo XIII by 
a Papal Rescript enjoined upon all the Faithful 
throughout the world the Observance of the October 
Devotions to Our Lady, and the daily recitation of the 
Prayer to St. Joseph, Patron of the Universal Church. 

We are now happy to add to the list One Hundred 
and Twenty-Five more Members of the Hierarchy 
from all parts of the Catholic World, East and West, 
who have added their names to the Petition, making a 
Granp Tota of Four Hundred and Twenty-Five. 

If we have been correctly informed this number 
equals, if it does not exceed those of the Hierarchy 
who petitioned the Vicar of Christ to promulgate the 
Feast of the Kingship of Christ. 

As the Petitions continue to come in by almost 
every mail, the Editor of THE Lamp is confident that 
the number of Bishops supporting the Church Unity 
Octave Petition will ere long reach fully five hundred 
and more.

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dency to believe that the Slav churches are not truly 
Catholic, while the Slav Catholics in union with Rome 
sometimes bear the suspicion that the Latin churches 
are not patriotic because the liturgy is Latin and 
prayers are not recited in the liturgical tongue of the 
majority of the Bulgarian people.

WHOM THE KING DELIGHTETH TO HONOR 


How a Catholic mission in Zanzibar happens to be

Rome, April 5.—Pope Pius expressed warm felicita- 
tions over the increase in the economic prosperity of 
the United States, and deep satisfaction over the pro- 
portionate increase in the support of charitable and 
apostolic work by the Catholics of America, in the 
course of the long audience recently accorded the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. William Quinn, National Director in the 
United States of the Society of the Propagation of the 
Faith. Monsignor Quinn had just attended the an- 
nual meeting of the Council of the world Society, at 
which subscriptions of 41,000,000 Italian lire had been 
reported for the year 1925, an increase of 2,000,000 
over the amount for the preceding year. He brought 
with him the contribution from the United States, 
amounting to $900,000, which was an increase of 40 
per cent over the total for the year previous. The

i. e., candlesticks, vestments, chalice, ciborium. We have a 
great desire to make perpetual adoration on every Ist 
Sunday for one hour. We prefer first Sunday because as 
the natives are mere coolies they will not be able to attend 
for the ceremony if it is done on Ist Friday. For that we 
require a monstrance. In this way we are in need of many 
unavoidable things. So kindly try to send some of these 
things at least and oblige. 

As the parish is very far from this convent, our chaplain 
also lives very far and consequently we have no daily mass. 
For that a separate chaplain house is very urgent and 
necessary. The basement is finished, but we find no means 
at all to pull on with the erection.

SOUTH INDIA ORPHANAGE APPEAL 





Sacred Heart’s Orphanage, 
Mookanoor, Angamaly, S. India. 


June 1, 1925. 
Very Rev. and Dear Father: 

At Moonkanoor, in the archdiocese of Ernakulam, South 
India, there is an orphanage. The aim of this institution is 
to support and bring up poor children, chiefly children of 
converts, from the depressed classes. The work of con- 
version among the depressed classes is being carried on 
vigorously in this Archdiocese and God blessed it with 
visible fruits. The social status of these poor converts is 
bound to remain very low, as it was before their con- 
version, for want of funds to help them on. These children 
have to be taught reading and writing in the vernacular so 
that they may be able to study at least the rudiments of 
our holy religion. As the number of converts increase 
year by year by several hundreds, the number of children 


who are to be looked after also increases. Schools, teach- 


ers, clothing, food, and all such necessary things are to be

provided for. Since there is a strong current of activity 
among the high class pagans opposing this work of con- 
version, it becomes all the more necessary to provide for 
the children of these converts. Unless we manage to keep 
these children under our control and provide for their body 
and soul, they are sure to be led away from the true faith. 
With this end in view, this orphanage for boys is estab- 
lished. The cost of providing for the soul and body of its 
present inmates is more than we can possibly meet. An 
industrial School, consisting chiefly of weaving, is attached 
to the Orphanage on the hope of making it a small source 
of income and of giving the children training in manual 
work. Even this institution thrive and it has 
become a further burden to run on proper lines. There are 
hundreds of children who are in need of support and have 
2 claim for admission into this orphanage, but we are forced 
to refuse them admission simply on account of financial 
difficulties,

Under these circumstances, I am forced to make this 
appeal on behalf of this orphanage, which is calculated to 
save many a precious soul and to spread the ardor of Cath- 
lic Charity in the midst of pagans. I, therefore, most 
earnestly request your Reverence and the charitable readers 
of The “Lamp” to come to the rescue of these poor convert 
children, both in the orphanage and outside, by generously 
contributing their mite in the shape of donations or Mass 
intentions. For this act of charity these children will daily 
pray that the Divine Saviour may repay their benefactors a 
hundred fold, both in this life and in the next. May the 
most consoling words of our Divine Saviour, “As long as 
you have done it to one of these little ones, you have done it 
unto me,” be remembered by all those who read these lines,

CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE LITTLE FLOWER 
MEMORIAL STEADILY ON THE INCREASE 


The Treasurer reports contributions received during 
the month of March as follows: 
Previously reported: $4,117.62. Received during March: 


23 offerings of less than a dollar, $11.55; 454 offerings of $1 
each, $454; 46 offerings of $2 each, $92.00; 11 of $3 each, 
$33.00; one offering of $4; 36 offerings of $5 each, $180.00; 
6 of $10 each, $60.00; 3 of $50 each, $150; 4 of $100 each, 
$400.00; 3 of $200 each, $600.00; 1 of $500; one of $1,000. 
Miscellaneous amounts: $86.81. Total receipts for March, 


$3,571.36. Grand total, $7,688.98. 

The total contributed during the month of February 
was $3,060.65, whereas the total receipts for March 
are $3,571.36, a gain of a little over $500.00. This is 
very satisfactory, and if we can maintain the same 
rate of increase from month to month, we shall soon 
be in a position to let the contracts for the construc- 
tion of the new building. 

Meantime the compressor is running every day, and 
the Ingersoll-Rand hammer keeps the steel drills re- 
volving. The first stage of rock excavation is about 
completed, and the second stage begun. 

We are asking the Little Flower to find some one 
generous Benefactor who will build the Memorial Hall 
which is to occupy the center of the Memorial Group. 
This would simplify the problem very much. The 
contracts couid be let at once, and the work pushed 
through at high pressure speed. 

It is to be noticed that another Thousand Dollars 
has been contributed towards the Fifty we are trying 
to secure, Twenty-Five in New York, and Twenty-Five 
among our Subscribers outside of New York. Al- 
together we have Eleven Pledges to date, but some of 
them are being paid in installments. 

The Five Hundred Dollar contribution which figures 
in the March Report is the first half of a Thousand 
Dollar Pledge. So also is one of the Two-Hundred- 
Dollar Gifts recorded. It is to be noted that Four 
Hundred and Fifty persons contributed a Dollar each. 
The Dollar Group has already finished One Unit of 
a Thousand Dollars, and when the April Report is in, 
we are confident they will have completed their second 
unit. Perhaps by that time some of the other Groups 
will have reached their First Unit. At the time of 
writing the Dollar Units are coming in very strong. 
This is the result of the Little Flower Coin Cards, 
which have been sent out in large numbers to our 
many Benefactors. One gentleman, an entire strang- 
er to us, received one of these coin cards, returned a 
check for $100.00 instead of ten dimes and later sent 


another hundred and has promised to keep on until 
one thousand dollars has been paid. 

The Friars feel greatly encouraged, and embrace 
this oportunity to express our gratitude to our noble 
Lamp Army, whom we have no doubt will erect the 
Little Flower Memorial, completing it without a dol- 
lar of indebtedness. ,

provide accommodations for fifty more Students, the 
new part to be called the Little Flower Memorial, and 
to be erected at a cost of One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars.”

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THE SECOND NATIONAL CONVENTION OF 
THE THIRD ORDER OF ST. FRANCIS 
By Fr. Bepe Hess, O. M. C. 


Chairman of the National Executive Board 


NOTE: This article is one of a series written in view 
of the Second National Third Order Convention, to be 
held October 3-5, 1926, in New York City, and is fur- 
nished by the National Executive Board of the 
National Organization of the Third Order of St. 
Francis in the United States. 

The first national gathering of the children of St. 
Francis, of his spiritual sons and daughters, at Chi- 
cago in 1921, was the occasion and the beginning of a 
Third Order Movement in this country, the results of 
which can hardly be foreseen. 

After five years, at the dawn of the Second National 
Convention of the Third Order, we record the follow- 
ing results: 

New fraternities have been established, the membership 
of existing fraternities has been increased, the lethargy of 
past years has been shaken off and renewed activity is 
evident everywhere. 

The publication of the Convention Report, which is a 
monumental work, a repository and criterion of Third 
Order matters for years to come. 

The publication of the Third Order Forum, a quarterly 
magazine for directors and patrons of the Third Order and 
for tertiary priests. 

The formation of the national organization of the Third 
Order in the United States, governed by a Directive Board 
of the Ministers Provincial and an Executive Board of 
seven members: three Friars of the First Order, a Tertiary 
Regular, a diocesan tertiary priest and two lay tertiaries. 

The formation of Third Order Provinces. This is the 
full blown fruit of the First National Convention: the most 
important, most promising, most far-reaching, and most 
imperative development of the Third Order in this country. 

There are now seven tertiary provinces, which like 
ar. almost complete network are spread over the land. 
These provinces in the past five years have held five 
conventions as encores of the First National Conven- 
tion, or as preludes of the Second. 

The Third Order has made more history in this 
country in the last five years than in many years 
before. Let this be said with humility and gratitude. 

The Second National Convention, in commemoration 
of the seventh centenary of the death of our holy 
father and founder, St. Francis, is close at hand. 
There are five more months and the children of St. 
Francis will be gathered together again in order to 
promote his ideals. What do we expect from the 
Second National Convention? Much! Very much! 

Of course, the Second National Convention must 
equal the First. At the First Convention there were 
officially registered three archbishops, thirteen 


bishops, an ex-minister general, nine ministers pro- 
vincial or their delegates, one hundred Friars of the 
First Order or of the Third Order Regular, more than 
a hundred priests of the diocesan or religious clergy, 
and 1,094 delegates of Third Order Fraternities from 
twenty-two states, the District of Columbia, and 
Canada. 


All furnished a splendid spectacle and be-

tokened keen interest, deep rooted enthusiasm, and a 
cordial willingness to listen, to learn, and to do. 

With the better and far-flung organization of tertiary 
provinces, with the closer association of tertiary fra- 
ternities of the different jurisdictions, with the sys- 
tematic co-ordination of tertiary forces, the Second 
National Convention should have a registration in 
excess of the First. Tertiaries should flock to New 
York City in large numbers. 

But listen to the mooted questions to be discussed 
and passed upon at the Second National Convention: 

The establishment of a Central Tertiary Bureau for the 
sake of information, publicity, and propaganda. 

The finding of ways and means for international contact 
with tertiary organizations of other countries. 

The promotion of tertiary provincial organization, until 
all fraternities are aggregated to a tertiary province. 

The redemption of isolated tertiaries, so that they may 
be enlisted into a fraternity 

The publication of a uniform English translation of the 
Third Order Rule. 

The formation of fraternities of tertiary priests and 
seminarians. 

The establishment of separate fraternities for men and 
young men. 

The promotion of the Tertiary Youth Movement—the - 
formation of fraternities for young folks, youths and 
maidens, boys and girls. 

A nation-wide propaganda for the spread of the Third 
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Order, enlisting the clergy and the laity in the ideals of 
St. Francis. 


These are the burning questions, the flaming issues 
for the Second National Convention. This is a pro- 
gram which must enkindle the interest of every ter- 
tiary, of every admirer of St. Francis. 

The Second National Convention will follow the 
exhortation of Pope Leo XIII, “to consider ways and 
means of joining in one mighty union of action all the 
forces of the entire Order,” as also that of Pope Pius 
X, namely: “of molding the tertiaries of St. Francis, 
as it were, into one body, that their harmonious spirit 
might reflect the charity which distinguished their 
Seraphic Father.” 

The National Executive Board of the Third Order 
of St. Francis in the United States beckons you to New 
York City for the Second National Convention. It 
invites the cordial co-operation of the Reverend Com- 
missaries of tertiary provinces and of the Reverend 
Directors of tertiary fraternities everywhere. It calls 
upon all members of the Third Order to respond to the 
invitation to be present at the Convention in reality, 
if possible, or in spirit, if actual attendance is not 
possible, and to give their moral support to the con- 
vention for the

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A NON-CATHOLIC’S VIEW OF ST. CHRIS- 
TOPHER’S MEDAL 

We received the following letter the other day from 
J. C. S. of Buffalo: 

“I do not feel that I can contribute anything to you 
people, no matter how good your intentions might be. 
When you advocate such a heathenish practice as 
blessing a little piece of tin, with a supposed saint's 
picture on it, saying that it will protect one from harm, 
leading people to believe such a thing is very wicked, 
and I certainly cannot lend my support to such an 
untruth.” 

One of the most precious and consoling Truths of 
the Catholic Religion which our Separated Brethren 
by reason of the so-called Reformation in the 
Sixteenth Century have lost all practical conception 
of is that article in the Apostle’s Creed which says: 
“I believe in the Communion of Saints.” 

St. Paul in his Epistle to the Hebrews describes the 
Saints in glory as “a great cloud of witnesses” who 
compass us about, employing the figure of an amphi- 
theatre, in whose arena the gladiators battle for the 
mastery, while they are encouraged in the conflict by 
myriads of witnesses occupying the circular seats of 
the Coliseum rising tier above tier towards Heaven. 

The Saints who now reign with Christ not only look 
down as spectators upon our struggles here below, but 
God permits them by their prayers, and through the 
instrumentality of legions of invisible Angels, flaming 
spirits sent forth to minister to God’s Elect on earth, 
to aid and help us in innumerable ways. 

It has been the custom of Catholics, hallowed by 
the experience of many centuries, to employ medals 
bearing the images of various Saints as an outward and 
visible sign of doing them honor, and of placing them- 
selves under their special protection. 

This is neither heathenish, nor is it wicked, and 
certainly is not based upon an untruth. We read in 
the Acts of the Apostles that “God wrought by the 
hand of Paul more than common miracles, so that even 
there were brought from his bed to the sick hanker- 
chiefs and aprons, and the disease departed from 
them, and the wicked spirits went out of them.” 

If God so honored a linen handkerchief or an apron 
that had touched the body of one of His Holy Servants 
on earth to heal diseases and to drive wicked spirits 
out of those possessed by them, how much more 
reasonable is it to expect that he would honor the 
Saints in Glory through their Relics on earth, or 
through medals struck off in their honor. 

It was a medal struck off in honor of the Immacu- 
late Conception of the Blessed Virgin which brought 
about the miraculous conversion of Ratisbonne the 
Jew. He consented in a spirit of bravado to wear it 
at the urgent request of a Catholic friend, when he had 
not the remotest thought of becoming a Catholic. 

It is neither pagan superstition, nor wicked idolatry, 
which actuates thousands upon thousands of Catholic 
automobilists, and many Christian men who are not 
Catholics imitating their example in this regard, to 
place medals of St. Christopher, Patron Saint of 
Travellers, on their automobiles; and not infrequently 
we receive at Graymoor testimonials of wonderful 
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escapes from harm in automobile accidents by those 
who attribute their escape to the protection of St. 
Christopher, superinduced by their confidence express- 
ed in him, outwardly and visibly, by the use of one of 
his medals.

May Letter to Rosarians 





Beloved Sons and Daughters of the Atonement: 
We are in the midst of May, Our Lady’s month. Has 
it ever occurred to you to ask why May has been 
chosen as the month in which we exercise a Special 
Devotion to the Blessed Virgin? 

The first reason is because it is the time when the 
earth bursts forth into its fresh foliage and green 
grass after the stern frosts and snow of winter, and 
the wild wind, rain and raw atmosphere of early 
spring. It is because the blossoms are open, and trees 
and flowers are in the gardens.. It is because the 
days are growing longer, and the sun rises early and 
sets late; and this gladness and joyousness of all 
external nature is in harmony with the Church’s 
canticles of praise and devotion to the Blessed Virgin, 
who is the mystical rose and the Mother of the 
Regenerate; those who live anew in the risen life of 
Jesus, Son of Mary, concerning Whom St. Paul says: 

“Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the First Fruits of them that slept; for since by man 
came death, by man came also the resurrection of the 
dead. For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive.” 

May should be specially joyful this year for our 
Rosarians because 1926 is the Silver Jubilee Anni- 
versary of the founding of the Rosary League of Our 
Lady of the Atonement.

Like 
the author’s previous book, “Girlhood’s Highest Ideal,” the 
present work should prove as popular as it is worth while, 
Both of these books are worthy of an edition in a simple 
cloth cover, at say 75 cents. 

The Story of the Little Flower of Jesus. By Rev. Daniel 
A. Lord, S.J. Paper. Illustrated by Rev. Louis B. Eagan, 
S.J. Retail 15 cents, to Priests and Religious, 10 cents each, 
net, $9.00 per 100, $75.00 per 1,000. Benziger Bros. New 
York City. The entire world is anxious to learn all it can 
about this dear Saint. Hence, another little booklet giving 
a different phase of her charming life has its rightful place. 
And the very style of this narrative reflects the simplicity 
and spirituality of Little Therese herself. Taking the vari- 
ous events of her life and analyzing them, or rather inter- 
preting them to the world in their true value, the author 
affords a new insight into the happy holiness of this chosen 
one of God. 

La Roux. By Johnston Abbot. Macmillan Co., New 
York City. A very good tale, indeed. Mlle. de Chatillon, a 
young French girl, crosses the seas to the wilderness of 
New France (Canada) in the long ago of 1641. Her quest- 
ing is to discover and make restitution to a man whom her 
father robbed. Her adventures and escapes amid enemies 
and newly found friends form a thrilling narrative. The 
literary style is of the best, the atmosphere cleverly sup- 
plied and distinctly felt by the reader. 

Catholic Medical Missions. Edited and compiled by 
Floyd Keeler. With a Preface by Reverend R. H. Tierney, 
S. J. The Macmillan Co., New York City, $2.50. A very 
useful book and unique in its subject. It is difficult to real- 
ize how much is being done in this field by our Catholic 
Missionaries, and how little about it has been written. How- 
ever, that is the usual law of great growths, development 
in the dark and the silence. 

Mr. Keeler has made excellent use of reports made at a 
meeting of the Medical Mission Board of the Catholic 
Hospital Association by the Rt. Rev. J. F. McGlenchey, 
D.D., Rev. Michael Mathias, C.S.C., Rev.. Thomas Neusch- 
wanger, R.M.M., and the Rev. Bruno Hugspiel, S.V.D., all 
of whom compiled their information from recent visits to 
the missions in Asia and Africa. 

The illustrations are excellent and of great interest. 

A Manual of Missions. By Rev. Walter Elliot, C.S.P., 
The Apostolic Mission House, Brookland, Washington, D. C. 
This is a veritable text book and mine of information to 
the mission priest and the parish priest who is preparing 
his people for the spiritual experience of a Mission. The 
fourteen chapters seem to cover every possible subject 
matter. Of course, all is concisely treated for we are listen- 





ing to a veteran of long experience in Father Elliot. Young 
missioners and old ones and many another beside, will 


read this valuable compendium with delight and profit. 

The Man from an African Jungle. By W. C. Wilcox. The 
Macmillan Co. This is the very interesting account of the 
work and experiences—by himself— of a Protestant Mis- 
sionary and his family in the heart of Africa. It is well 
written and has much of the interest of an explorer’s tale 
or the biography of a settler. Deeply in earnest and most 
desirous to help souls, Mr. Wilcox certainly is poles apart 
from our Catholic missionaries in every attitude of mind 
and method of procedure. He makes a bad mixup in Chap- 
ter XVI which describes the strange doings and ignomin- 
ious exit of “Father Troughton, a Marist Brother, and a 
priest of the Church of England,” who is constantly re- 
ferred to as a Catholic priest, but evidently is a High 
Church Anglican, who falls in love with one of the mis- 
sionary ladies of Mr. Wilcox’s household. The book shows 
throughout a lamentable ignorance of the Catholic Church 
and the usual “belief in things that ain’t so,” as a humorist 
expresses it. 

The Life of Our Lord in Sermons. By Rev. Richard Cook- 
son. Joseph F. Wagner, New York City. This is a very 
useful collection of short addresses or conferences upon 
the principal events of Our Lord’s Life. They are of just 
the right length and will doubtless be found very useful. 
Right Rev. Bishop Vaughan in his Preface says: “Our 
author’s aim is to present not only a faithful picture of 
Jesus Christ, but likewise to construct for us a view of His 
life on earth.” 

Chatterbox for 1926. L. C. Page & Co., Inc., 53 Beacon 
St., Boston, Mass. Bound volumes of the year, in inlaid 
design, board cover, $1.75, cloth $2.50. This publication, 
called “the King of Juveniles,” is of course, too well known 
to need any commendation on our part.
